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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that Logsdon is totally silent about 
using the catalyst for a desulfurization process is not persuasive because the examiner relied upon Logsdon to teach that the claimed 
method of making of the catalyst is known. 

The argument that the JP' 870 reference does not disclose the claimed method of making of the catalyst is not persuasive. The claimed 
method is known and taught by Logsdon. The JP 870 reference discloses that various kinds of mixing methods of the solution of metallic 
compounds, and a precipitant, etc., can be applied. Hence, one of skill in the art would use any method of making a catalyst including 
the method of Logsdon because such method is effective to produce a catalyst.
